Report Dealing With 
Prohibition to Be Ready 


By January 1. 


Sessions Expected to 


Continue Until Find- 


ings Agreed Upon. 


WASHINGTON, Nov., 22—(U.P.) 
—President Hoover's- law enforce- 
ment commission will resume hear- 
ings Monday designed to bring 
about, probably before January 1, 
a report to the president and con- 
gress concerning prohibition. 
Following a recess of ten days, 
the commission's sessions beginning 
Monday are expected to continue 
until a report is finally agreed 
upon. Whether this report will rec- 
ommend any definite changes in 
the dry law has not been degided, 
according to the commission, which 
has characterized all rumors con- 
cernings its finding "as purely con- 
jectural." 
All but two of the 11 members 
appointed by the president more 
than a year ago are expected to 
attend Monday's hearing. Monte M. 
Lemann. New Orleans lawyer, will 
be unable to be present because of 
the press of legal business and 
Judge William I. Grubb also may 
be an absentee. 
Witnesses Not Known. 
It could not be learned tonight 
what witnesses, if any, are to ap- 
pear at next week's sessions. At 
the time the last recess was taken, 
however, it was learned that further 
statistics on the working of the 
prohibition law were desired. A 
mass of testimony concerning the 
Swedish, Canadian and other liquor 
control systems already has been 
presented. 
It is believed here, that the re- 
port, when finally agreed upon, 
merely will be an interim report 
subject to later modification. That 
a report is to be made at this time 
is due to the insistence of Judge 
William S. Kenyon and Kenneth 
Mackintosh, who are generally con- 
sidered the staunchest backers of 
the drv law among the commission 
members. Each has taken the stand 
that the commission should make 
an early report of its conclusions. 
Wine Making: Discussed. 


Meanwhile the action, of Cali- 
fornia grape growers in. advertising. 
a grape concentrate as fit for wine 
making continued to be a lively 
subject here. -No announcement of 
policy concerning sale of the pro- 
duct has been forthcoming from 
prhibition officials, although Pro- 
hibition Driector Woodcock has let 
it be known that the government 
is powerless to invoke the "stringent 
Jones law even if those selling the 
concentrate are found to be vio- 
lating the law. 
The maximum penalty for first 


offenders in this event would be a 
fine of $500, according to. Wood- 
cock who said the only possible 
prosecution could come under sec- 
tion 18 of the Volstead act. 
Woodcock made clear todav that 


the prohibition bureau -would not 
adopt any blanket policy with re- 
spect to sale of 'the grape product. 
He added that each case of sale 
would be considered individually 
with stress laid upon "intent." The 
grapefruit concentrate is a product 
of the Fruit Industries. Ltd. of 
California, a co-operative which has 
been aided by federal farm board 
loans. Mrs. Mabel Walker Wille- 
brandt. former assistant attorney 
general 'in charge of prohibition 
cases, is acting as" attorney for 
Fruit Industries and has stated her 
belief that sale of the product is 
legal.

To impress the public with the 
importance of advertising, we speak glibly 
of the two billion dollars annually spent 
for' advertising. Appropriations of 5, ID, 
and even 15 million dollars to sell the 
most ordinary commodities are common- 
place today. Small wonder the man on 
the street concludes that advertising is 
an extravagance for -which, he and every 
consumer must pay. 
"His impressions must be corrected, now 


with glittering generalities, but with facts. 
The bureau of research of .the A. F. A. 
has brought to light some Information 
which seems to prove that the adver- 
tising bill is really not paid by the con- 
sumer at all. even though tthe advertiser 
does not pay it out of his profits. Here 
are. tha facts: 
Proportionate Cost Lover. 


Remembering that advertising is not a 
thin" separate from business, but an in- 
tegral part of the distribution machinery, 
let us first overstate, rather than under- 
state our annual advertising bill. It is 
certainly not over two billion dollars. An- 
nual gross sales of corporations are 142 
bliiions. Advertising, therefore, is exactly 
1.4 per cent of sales—small indeed in 
comparison to other costs, such as pro- 
duction, salesmen,

selective immigratoin policy with 
virtual suspension of all "new" im- 
migration to this country. 
He will place the plan before con- 
gress in a bill immediately after 
the session convenes in December 
and it will be pushed in part, as an 
unemplovment relief measure. 
The TJnited States must finally 
abandon its century and a half in- 
vitation to aliens to make their 
homes here and "grow ap" with the 
country, Johnson declares. 


He proposes to persiit the entry 


of only relatives of immigrants and 
aliens now here, and specialist 
workmen "needed"' In a particular 
industry or the arts. 
The department of labor, which 


supervises immigration, would be 
given the task of selecting the im- 
migrants needed or desired. 


"We cant absorb any new immi- 
gration of the wholesale type." said 
Johnson.

MAY BE ISSUE 


Report Investigation of 


State Institutions 


Will Be Asked. 


Legion Wants Servicemen 


Get Representation 


On Commission. 


That the state board of control 


is likely to be the scene of seve.lS 
legislative tangles during the com- 
ing session is foreseen by observers 
of state political affairs 
The American Legion is known to 
have a legislative program asking 
one member cf the board of con- 
trol to be a service man and pro- 
vision for appointment of service- 
men or close relativp's tc all posi- 
tions in the state's two soldiers' 
homes. 
It is also understood that a move 
is on foot to ask the legislature to 
authorize a general 
investigation 


into the conduct of the affairs of 
the Orthopedic hospital and other 
institutions which are managed un- 
der the direction of the board of 
control. 


Action of the legion has- been 
carried on without ostentation to 
biuTd up support for its program, 
which it approved at its last state 
convention. 


Includes All Veterans- 
The loirfon wants the legislature 
to pass legislation making it com- 
pulsory to have one serviceman. on 
the board of control at all times. 
None of the present members of the 
board meets that requirement. 
The legion also will ask the leg- 
islature to pass a measure -which 
would make it compulsory for aTl 
employes and officials of the sol- 
diers' homes at Milford and Grand 
Island to be servicemen or imme- 
diate relatives. This would incJude, 
widows, 
brothers, 
sisters, . sods, 
daughters,«or- orpihans - of service- 
men. As in the case of the member 
of the board of control, tthe legion 
prefers a broad classification, not 
limiting tthe statute to World war 
veterans but including men and rel- 
atives' from -any war in which the 
country has engaged. 
Thatt he legiion will support this 
program was admitted Saturday by 
Marcus L- Poteet, state commander. 
He. did not know who would submit 
the bills. 


Would Help Veterans. 


"We believe," he said in explana- 
tion of the measures "that they 
would give more sympathetic atten- 
tion to soldiers' interests.- With two 
soldiers' homes under the supervi- 
sion of the board of control, we do 
not feel it at all unreasonable to ask 
tnat one member be a serviceman 
who is acquainted with the veterans' 
problems and sympathetically inter- 
ested." 


Appointment of a serviceman to 
the board, he believes, is necessary 
to make the other provision the le- 
gion, will ask, effective. Commander 
Poteet expressed the belief that 
there could be little opposition 
to 


the proposal to .have all employes of 
the soldiers' homes, former service- 
men, pointing out that it would help 
to take care of veterans and .their 
families and give employes really in- 
terested in veterans* "welfare. 


. State Convention Approves. 
There is a possibility that. Gover- 
nor-elect Bryan might appoint a 
serviceman. to the board of control 
to replace rE. T.- Westervelt whose 
term expires July 1, 1931. In case 
the legion's legislation goes through, 
this would give them their program 
at once. Should Governor Bryan not 
appoint a serviceman, even if the 
legion measure passes, it would be 
two more years before a serviceman 
counld be appointed. It would then 
be incumbent upon the incoming 
governor to appoint a serviceman to 
replace Harry S. Thorpe, whose 
term will expire in 1933. 
The legion's program was ap 


proved by the state convention after 
hearing a report of an investigation 
inte affairs of the state institutions 
conducted by a legion committee of 
which Kolla Van Kirk was a mem- 
ber.That the committee may have un- 
covered other material which it 
would like brought to light is indi- 
cated by persistent rumors that Van 
Kirk, senator-elect from Lancaster 
countv. will sponsor a,bill in 
the 
state senate for a legislative investi- 
gation of the institutions and their 
operation by the board of control 
also indicated that a similar meas- 
ure would be introduced in 
the 
house of representatives. 
George 
Bivens of Adams county is under- 
stood to have agreed to introduce 
the measure.

NEW YORK. Nov. 22-(INS) — 


The continued cheerful tone of th 
security markets during the pas 
week has tended to obscure the dra 
reading of prevailing business rec 
ords, and has enhanced the growin 
scntL'nent in financial circles look 
ing toward a pronounced pickup in 
trade and inaustry with the early 
months of the new year. 


_ It cannot be overlooked, however 
that there" are many unfavdrabif 
lactors in the present situation 
which are hampering the turn io: 
the better, and that unless sonn 
check to the persistent recession in 
basic industries can be applied post- 
ponement of the hoped for better- 
ment may be necessary. 


A general survey of the business 


sphere over the past week finds 
wide unsettlement in commodity 
pnces, featured by the sharp turn- 
about in the price of the copper 
metal, further decline in steel ingot 
production, freight car loadings and 
electric power production, more than 
normal seasonal decrease in factory 
employment and payrolls, and the 
failure of retail distribution to come 
up to expectations, due largely to 
unseasonable weather conditions. 


With investors, and 
speculators 
fully cognizant of the aforemen- 
tioned developments, the extension 
01 the stock market upturn takes on 
added significance. 


A Steady Climb. 


Except for a reactionary session 
on Monday, the trend of the list has 
been steadily upward, completing a 
fortnight of rising prices. A week 
ago, many observers were of the 
opinion that the upturn was largely 
technical in nature, but with stocks 
showing a tendency to hold their 
ground stubbornly; there is a gen- 
eral inclination in well informed 
circles to believe that the market is 
discounting a business recovery in 
the early part of 1931. Pool activity 
usually associated with rising prices, 
has been again in evidence, and the 
confirmation by the rail group of 
the upward trend by staging a brisk 
recovery all its own last Friday has 
won over new friends to the bull side 
of the market.

Jane Addams Confident 


US.WillWeather Present 


Crisis Of Unemployment 


Famous Social Worker Likens Emergency to National 


Disaster, But Is Convinced Nation's Resources 


Will Provide Work and Give Aid 


To Destitute. 


INTERVIEW WITH

CHICAGO, Nov. 22— (UP)— The 


nation's great wealth will enable it 
to weather the present unemploy- 
ment crisis, Jane Addams, famous 
social worker and founder of Hull 
House, believes, but the emergency 
is a "national disaster equal to any 
flcod, earthquake or plague." 
/'More and more of the nation's 


resources are being used to provide 
work or give aid to the destitute," 
Miss Addams said. 
"The government, business and 
charitable agencies are doing their 
utmost. Soon we may hope to com- 
bine efficiently the work of these 
groups and to educate the public In 
the seriousness of the situation. 
Then we may hope to deal with the 
unemployment crisis as, we would 
with any other disaster." 
The attitude of big business to re- 
fraining from reducing wages at a 
time when thousands of workers 
.would be forced to accept meager 
salaries, exemplified the spirit of 
the nation in the crisis, the famous 
social worker believes. 
She 
praised 
newspaper cam- 
paigns to find jobs and the forma- 
tion'of government commissions to 
provide relief. 


"Doubtless," Miss 
Addams said, 
"the United States will deliver its 
poorer classes from this emergency. 
At present we are in the position of 
having too much to eat while thou- 
sands of persons are hungry and 
without funds to buy food. 


900,000,000 Fairs of Shoes. 


"The fact that America has 900,- 


000,000 pairs of shoes in storage is 
an example of the present situation. 
Not morethan 500,000,000 pairs — 
three sets for every person—are used 
yearly." 
' She nodded toward an elderly 
man who stood, hat 'in hand, just 
outside the door of her reception 
room. His shoes were bound up 
with wire and the soles rudely 
patched with canvas, i 
"Our. nation's great wealth will 
enable us to weather the present 
crisis," she said, "but it will not pre- 
vent similar circumstances in an- 
other ten or twenty years. 
"The only permanent solution,-! 
believe, is government 
insurance 


against unemployjnent. Without re- 
verting to the actual dole system, we , 
could use that means to guarantee 


our people a comfortable living in 
times of depression. 
"Under the plan which I advocate, 
the worker, the employer, and the 
state each would furnish one-third 
of the insurance payments. With 
a system of weekly or monthly pay- 
ments, a great reserve fund could 
be built up painlessly." 


Twin Problems. 
"The business depression and un- 
employment," Miss Addams said, 
"are twin problems and the solving 
of one will give a solution for the 
other." The industrial slump, she 
believes, was caused by under-con- 
sumption rather than over-produc- 
tion and the lack of jobs is a result 
of the slump. 


"Our brewers, particularly the 


ones in Milwaukee, say that modifi- 
cation of the prohibition laws would 
improve the situation. The reply 
is that liquor manufacturing would 
only employ a few hundred men and 
reduce only a small fraction of the 
farm surplus. 


"Prohibition has been a great boon 


to family life. Besides the public 
lias no money to spend for liquor. 
We need buying in the Industries 
already established."

Addams, a gray-haired 
motherly woman, who has worried 
over Chicago's poor for forty years, 
receives her visitors in a long re- 
ception room in Hull House, the 
refuge which.she founded. Outside

"Loose statements are heard that 
the youth of today is running wild 
and that educational agencies arc 
ineffectual.

President Hoover sent to the con-

Reports of Unrest Persist. 


BERLIN. Nov.

systems were working normally. The 
German foreign office was in com- 
munication with its ambassador in 
Moscow on the long distance tele- 
phone via Helsingfors, Finland, and 
the envoy reported that all was 
quiet. 


The rumors persisted nevertheless, 
and reports of arrests in high soviet 
political circles were given credence 
for the first time today by conser- 
vative sections of the German press. 
The reports previously had been 
published only in Russian emigre 
newspapers here. 


The Deutsche Allgemeine Zeitung 
declared confirmation had been re- 
ceived of the arrest of Premier Sirt-. 
zov of inner Russia, General V. C. 
Bleucher, Russian hero of the Man- 
churian wars, and M. Andreyeff, a 
governmental official, in connection 
with an alleged counterplot against 
the dictatorship of Josef Stalin. 


Bykov Reported Captured. 
The reported arrest had been de- 


nied by soviet officials and until 
now discountenanced by responsible 
sections of the German press. -The 
Allgemeine 
Zeitung 
added that 


Alexei Rykov, whom Sirtzov recently 
replaced as premier, had attempted 
to flee the country but was captured 
and sent to the Caucausus. 


As stated in International News 
Service dispatches yesterday, there 
seems good reason to believe that 
some sort of political "houseclean- 
ing" is in progress in soviet Russia, 
and that recent events have caused 
considerable nervous tension in high 
official circles. 


Stalin Opposition Grows. 


In an official soviet government 


news agency dispatch from Moscow, 
the recent rumors were character- 
ized as "malicious inventions" de- 
signed to distract attention from 
the forthcoming trials of soviet 
saboteurs. 


"The fantastic rumors, originating 
in anti-soviet sources, regarding the 
alleged assassination of Josef Stalin, 
military revolts in various cities of 
the soviet union and the arrest of 
well known leaders are malicious in- 
ventions lacking any foundation," 
the dispatch declared.

The attorney expressed, his opin- 
ion that a deeper sense of religion 
is the basic foundation upon which 
changes of judicial administration 
should be built. It is not only rules 
that are wfone, he stated, but the 
moral temper of the pepole. "Thus 
It seems to me," he said, "that one 
of the great needs of our time is to 
get back to the beliefs of our fore- 
fathers/'Praises Law Insti;\te. 
Lawyers, Cleary stated, are prone 


to cling in their practice to many 
traditions that are useless relics of 
a past age. He deplored the ad- 
herence to legal customs which de- 
lav the administration of justice 
without serving in themselves any 
worthwhile end. He accorded the 
work of the American Law institute 
high praise in its efforts to do 
away with archaic practices and ex- 
pressed his opinion that the Nebras- 
ka bar soon will interest itself in the 
labors of this association. 
The jury system, the

pointed out, is one part of judicial 
practice which has come in for 
much criticism.

Favored Consolidation of 


Library Work; Asked 


Free Wheat Tests. 


Since some of the things which 
Charles W. Bryan suggested to the 
legislature for enactment into law 
at the outset of his former term, in 
January, 1923. were recently called 
to public attention as a possible 
guide to what he may recommend 
in his forthcoming Inaugural mes- 
sage, the idea has been advanced 
that perhaps the communication 
which Mr. Bryan sent to the law- 
making bodies at the time of his 
retirement in 1925, after two years' 
experience in the gubernatorial of- 
fice, might throw more light on the 
situation. 


So, during the last few days, 
persons seeking to get a line on 
what the incoming executive may 
propose when he takes office again 
have been looking up his farewell 
message delivered on January 8, 
1925—just six years to a day from 
the date when he will again be 
inducted into the same official 
etation. Here is what they found: 
The Code System. 


Recommendations submitted for 
these changes in 
administrative 
organization: 


Abolish code finance department 
nnd turn its work over to the state 
auditor. (In 1929, Governor Weaver 
consolidated the finance depart- 
ment with the state tax commis- 
sioner's office.) 


Abolish agriculture department, 


end substitute for it a department 
of inspections to administer pure 
food laws and other supervisory 
laws and regulations. Transfer seed 
analysis work to state college of 
agriculture and eliminate bureau 
cf markets as a, duplication of fed- 
eral and university farm activities. 
(The bureau of markets now exists 
only on paper). 


Abolish Welfare Department. 
Abolish public welfare depart- 
ment, transferring 
child welfare 
and child hygiene matters to state 
superintendent, and turning over 
maternity and infancy work to 
state university extension depart- 
ment. This would * leave only the 
state health organization to func- 
tion by itself. (Public welfare and 
labor departments have been com- 
bined under Governor Weaver.) 
Put fire prevention activities un- 
der inspection department. 
Abolish blue sky bureau as un- 
necessary, and make officers of 
corporations criminally liable for 
misrepresentation by their agents 
in the sale of stocks and other 
securities. 
Separate banking from insurance, 
making each a department by it- 
self. 
Put division of athletics under 
state game warden. (This would be 
hardly feasible now, as the game 
and fish administration was merged 
two years ago with state park 
supervision.) 
Trimming Off Other Twigs. 
Besides favoring the foregoing 
changes in code departments, re- 
tiring Governor Bryan in 1925 
thought these other things should 
be lopped off or otherwise disposed 
of:Combine and centralize all state 
library activities, now five in num- 
ber, in two places—the state uni- 
versity library and the state law 
und reference library at the capitol. 
The legislature reference 
library 
was to be abolished, leaving the 
reference work and 
information 
service to he carried on through 
the university library, while the at- 
torney general's office was sched- 
uled to do the bill drafting for 
members of the legislature. The 
state library commission was like- 
wise to go out of existence with 
its functions handed over to the 
•university library.

Former Governor Bryan favored 
a Supreme court commission. It 
was created in 1925 upon his rec- 
ommendation and that of Gover- 
nor McMullen, his successor. As 
the Supreme court has now caught 
up with its work, Mr. Bryan might 
feel differently this year about con- 
tinuing the commission. 
Wanted Income Ttax.' 
In his inaugural 1923 message he 


was strong for a statp income tax, 
but did not repeat his recommen- 
dation on that subject in 1925. Last 
September he wanted an income 
tax plank inserted in the demo- 
cratic state platform, but the con- 
vention rejected it. in. some quar- 
ters it is thought Mr. Bryan, will 
go over the head of his party and 
again advocate it in his forthcom- 
ing pronouncement. 


In all his campaigns he has fav- 
ored repeal of the intangible tax 
law, 
which he holds to be dis- 
criminatory and inequitable. The 
expectation is that he will again 
ask for its repeal. 
Favors Old Age Pensions. 
He 'also-leans toward old age 


pensions, which 
the democratic 
state platform inferentially, though 
not explicitly, approves. 


I In 1925, Mr. Bryan wanted legis- 
lation requiring trial judges to fix 
'reasonable" minimum terms for 
persons convicted of crime, instead 
of a nominal minimum of one 
year regardless of the offense. He 
also suggested that the law be 
amended so that a judge would 
lave the right to discuss evidence 
n making his charge to the jury.

Solution of Mystery Of 


Life Held Possiblity In 


Treatise by K Q* Donnan 


Beginning and End of Matter Both' Discussed in 


Various Papers Accompanying Report of 


Smithsonian Institution. 


WASHINGTON. Nov. 22—(UP)— 
Among the. bulky annual reports 
that will be transmitted to congress 
when it convenes next month is one 
which deals not with routine gov- 
ernmental affairs, but with science's 
progress in solving the riddles of 
the universe. 


It is the report of the Smith- 


sonian institution which was found- 
ed by congress in 1846 under the 
:erms of will of James Smithson, a 
British citizen who bequeathed his 
property to the United States to 
:ound "an establishment for the in- 
crease and diffusion of knowledge 
among men." 
"The Mystery of Life." 


Buried behind financial state- 


ments, the volume, made public to- 
day, presents summaries of achieve- 
ments by the men who wiht test 
ube and microscope seek ah answer 
;o the eternal question of what life 
is, or who turn their telescopes to- 
ward the farthest star to determine 
lie beginnings and end of the uni- 
verse. 
F. G. Donnan, British, scientist, 


writing on "The Mystery of Life," 
"inds evidence to support tha theory 
ihat life was not introduced to the 
earth from outside sources, but de- 
reloped spantaneously in the prime- 
ral ocean. The organic cells pres- 
:nt in the circulating fluids of ani- 
mals, he" pomts .out, "correspond 
n nature and relative amounts to 
what we have good reason to be- 
lieve was the composition of the 
ocean some million years ago." 
Discover Minute Organisms. 
Discovery of minute living organ- 


isms much smaller than bacteria is 
cited by Donnan as leading to the 
utnosition that the secret of life 
will be found to be merely a matter 
of atomic arrangements. These in- 
finitesimal organisms are so small 
hat they are not only invisible in 
he most powerful microscopes but 
hey pass easily through porcelain 
ilters 
Science, nevertheless, has 
ucceeded in measuring them. Their 
diameters are around 50 millipnths 
?f a millimeter, or about the size of 


colloid of non living matter. 
"This result gives rise to 'strange 
hopes," Donnan said. "If we can 


find a complete continuity of di- 
mensions between the living and the 
non-living, is there really any point 
where we can say that there is life 
and there is no hf e?" 
Jeans Cites Matter Annihilation. 
Turning from the beginnings of 


life toward the end, Sir James Jeans, 
famed astronomer, finds the ma- 
terial universe "moves ever in the 
same direction along the same road, 
a road which ends only in death and 
annihilation. 


Eventually, Jeans holds, all the 


matter in the universe will have dis- 
solved away in radiation, a process 
observable on the earth only in the 
case of such active substances as 
radium- The earth loses about an 
ounce of weight a minute by radia- 
tion. This is comparable to the flow 
of water from a dripping tap, while 
the sun's loss of 250,000,000 tons a 
minute is about 650 times ^e flow 
of water over Niagara. Many stars 
lose weight even more rapidly than 
the sun. 
'The earth's loss of mass is .readily 


explained in terms of radioactive 
disintegration," Jeans says, "but this 
fails to explain the enormously 
greater loss experienced by the sun. 
Furthermore the earth's loss of mass 
is probably replaced many times 
over by falls of meteors and cosmic 
dust, but no one has ever suspected 
or suggested any source of replen- 
ishment of the masses of sun and 
stars which is at all 
comparable 
with their known loss. Of each 
thousand atoms the sun contained 
at its birth, only a few dozen remain 
todsy and we can only conclude 
that all the rest have been annuill 
ated and their mass set free in the 
forms of radiation. 
"There can be no creation of mat- 


ter out of radiation and no con- 
struction of radioactive atoms whicl 
have once "broken up. The fabric o 
the universe weathers, crumbles and 
dissolves with age and no restora- 
tion nor reconstruction is possible. 
In the end however, Jeans Is re- 


assuring, for it will be millions of 
millions of years before the 
sun 


loses sufficient energy to affect life 
on the earth appreciably.

Until today, bank closings in this 


area, had occurred at the rate of 
wentv-Vro a day- Th* concensus 
f opinion among state banking de- 
partment heads was that the situ- 


tion has been eased. 
Bank examiners and boards of 


directors co-operated in efforts to 
peed the re-opening of thp** Insti- 
.utions -whose financial affairs ar- 
in better condition. 
A number of Arkansas banks al- 


ready have resumed business several 
hrough mergers with other insti- 
utions. Typical of the successful 
progress in many communities -was 
hat of a Chicago neighborhood 
rank, -which obtained pledges from 
;wo thirds of its depositors that 
hey would •withdraw no more than 
f their funds when the bank re- 
opened. 


Kentucky Banks Solvent. 
Statement by officials of the ma 
ority of fifteen Kentucky banks 
that were closed indicated that most 
I them -were solvent. The resoi .„ 
I these vert estimated at $100,- 


000,000 to $123.000.000. 
In other states, particularly In- 
diana and BBnois. bankers placed 
emphasis on tire protection to de- 
positors made possible by closings. 
The Arkansas banking depart- 
ment arranged to take charge of 
more than thirty banks that did 
not reopen today at the expiration 
ol the five day period daring -which 
temporary suspensions are permitted 
by state law. A total of sixty-five 
banks dosed in the state since rn- 
raors and heavy withdrawals caused 
two suspensions in Little Hock. 
The department took charge of 
ttw American Exchange Trust Co. 
ol UiUc Hock, the first and largest 
institution to close. 
It was an- 
nounced the directors would be 
given an opportunity to re-organ- 
ize.

A senatorial inquiry will be under- 
taken as soon as congress convenes 
to determine -whether federal legis- 
lation is needed to give further 
stability to the American' banking 
systems, it was learned tonight. 
The dosing of a number of banks 
in various sections of the countey 
has given incentive to the demand 
for the inquiry. It will be conducted 
by a senate/banking and currency 
sub-committee, headed by Senator 
Carter Glass, democrat of Virginia, 
a former secretary of the treasury. 
Under Glass' management, no ef- 
fort will be made to develop sen- 
sations, but rather to learn whether 
there are any bad banking meth- 
ods employed in this country and 
if so, how they can be curbed. 


Senator William H. King, demo- 


crat of Utah, fathered the inquiry 
at the last session of congress, but 
no effort was made to launch the 
inquiry at a time when there was 
general depression. Now. senate 
leaders feel the time of emergency 
has passed and that the initiation 
of a conservative inquiry will not 
disturb either business or financial 
conditions- 


Several phases of the great stock 


market speculative situation ol last 
•near and last spring will be touched 
by the inquiry. For one thing, the 
committee will inquire into the 
federal reserve board's policies to- 
ward broker's loan—funds which 
ultimately found their way into 
speculative channels. 


When the inquiry was Erst pro- 


posed, these broker's loans totalled 
$7,000.000,000 but the board's latest 
statement showed the total bad 
declined to about $2.000.000,000, a 
very low and conservative total. 
The inquiry will foGorr tae lines

Pharmacy Show Globes 
CANTON, O., Nov. 22—(I.N.S )— 


Included in the things which "old 
timers' 'of Canton Sive tucked away 
among their" souvenirs are those 
gone, forgotten things of the past— 
those great, graceful "show globes" 
of translucent green, red, purple, 
yellow and blue that hung in the 
display window of every drug store 
for many generations past. 


As, the horse and bjiigy gave way 
to the "horseles.s carriage." and the 
hobble skirt eclipsed the hoop dress, 
so passed the show globes from 
modern pharmacies. 
These globes, in former years, 


were the trade marks of the drug 
profession. 
Thev origin has been 


traced back to the sixteenth cen- 
tury, when the common folk could 
not read and business houses were 
identified by their trade-marks or 
emblems. Among these was the 
popular barber pole, which is still 
•in use. 
Le Wall, the noted chemist, stated 
that the globes had their beginning 
in the period when sunlight was 
used to aid the maceration of dings. 
To facilitate the process large con- 
tainers were allowed to remain in 
windows for a specified number of 
days.

STORMS SUBSIDE 


Leave Behind Toll of 


8 Dead in Canada 


And U. S. , 


CHICAGO, "Nov. 22—(UP)—Clear 


skies and temperatures close to nor- 
mal provided a welcome aftermath 
today to a record breaking snow 
storm that buried portions of the 
Rocky Mountain region under huge 
drifts and blanketed the Dakotas 
and central Canada. 


The storm's toll of death included 
eight persons. Five died in North

More Than in 1929. 


Motor vehicle registrations in Ne- 


braska increased about 21,500 dur- 
ing the first nine months of 1930, 
as compared with the like period cf 
the previous year, but on account of 
the reduced license fees which be- 
came fully effective this year, the 
gross revenue was almost $400,000 
less. 


Records of the state motor vehicle 
registration bureau for this year up 
to and including September 30 show 
fees collected amounting to $3,709,- 
140, against $4,106,573 for the same 
time in 1929. A considerable part cf 
the decrease is on heavy trucks. 
Issue 423,265 Plates. 
Plates were issued this jear for 
423,265 machines. A year ago the 
number was 401,794. Most of the in- 
crease is credited to trucks, but this 
is more apparent than real for 
the reason that in 1929 light trucks 
were counted with passenger ve- 
hicles, while this year they were list- 
ed with other trucks.

.MATCH FUNDS 


$2,500,000 of Federal Aid 


Money Available for 


Road Purposes. 


Nebraska cannot expect to tak 


advantage of the proposed advanc 
release by congress next month fo 
immediate use-of $125,000,000 federal 
aid road appropriations, accordin 
to State Engineer Roy Cochran. 


The state would be entitled t 


more than two and one-half mil 
lion dollars of this federal aii 
money but has no funds with which 
to match it. 
Congress has been asked to turn 


the appropriation over for immedi 
ate use to speed up construction o 
public highways as a means of aid 
Ing efforts to alleviate nnemploy 
ment. Nebraska cannot even mate] 
funds which already 
have 'been 
made available, Mr. Cochran point 
out. 
As a result, the state cannp 


lope to utilize the additional fund 
for the purpose for which they are 
intended, immediate relief of unem- 
ployment by permitting expansion 
of highways construction programs. 


$4,500,00 Available. 


More than four and one-half mil 


lion dollars is already available for 
matching by state funds for use in 
the next biennium. Unless a 5-cen 
gasoline tax is adopted or other 
means or raising joad revenue en- 
acted, Nebraska will fall far shor 
of. matching this amount, estimates 
of the department of public works 
indicate. 
Advancing maintenance costs, the 
result of rapidly expanded mileage 
on gravel highways and increasing 
costs of maintaining major traffic 
gravel systems, will substantially re- 
iluce the state funds available for 
highway construction during 'the 
coming biennium, the departmenf 
head believes. 
Tax Would Raise Fund. 


During the present biennium ii 


was able to meet only slightly more 
than four million dollars of federal 
aid funds. Even if it could utilize an 
equal amount for matching federal 
funds in 1931-1932, which is hardly 
to be expected, Nebraska would fall 
nearly $500,000 short of securing 
federal funds already assured 
for 


the biennium.

made immediataly" available, it is 
likely that the-state would see more 
than three million dollars federa 
money available which the state 
could not match. The only hope for 
matching this money would 'be.by 
the 5-cent gasoline tax or exten- 
sive bond issues, which are generally 
in disfavor in Nebraska. The pro- 
posed 5-cent gasoline tax 
would

,ior paving between its tracks. 
Faring Question Highlight. 


While th equestion of substitution 


of bus service for rail service fur- 
nishes some problems, the paving 
question is expected to be the center 
of controversy -if any opposition to 
the traction company's 
develops.

City officials, including Commis- 
sioner Troup who has been pushing 
the project, 'for" paving the North. 
Twenty-seventh street strip, are 
known to approve granting permis-

have for others to go slow. 
He 
says: 


"Holders of good securities, even 
though the interest may be in de- 
fault, are -warned against trading 
these for so-called guaranteed 
or 


preferred stocks of small or un- 
known companies. 


"Trading of securities is compar- 
able to trading horses .and the av- 
erage citizen is usually skinned 
when dealing with the professional. 
"If your present securities were 
not more valuable than those of- 
fered to you in exchange, the sales- 
man would- not be there trying to 
high-pressure you into the deal. 
"It has recently come to the at- 
tention of this department that a 
number of salesmen were working 
this 'racket' in Omaha, Lincoln, and 
other points in Nebraska. Before 
exchanging, selling or buying any 
securities, - make careful investiga- 
tion. The annual loss through "in- 
vestment in worthless "securities in 
the- United States has been esti- 
mated at more than one billion dol-' 
lars."

Proper Lubricant («r Winter 


Driving. 


Because heavy grease congeMs at 


low temperatures the rear axle arid 
transmission should be drained and 
a winter grade lubricant substituted. 
Should heavy grease remain in these 
units, the gears -will merely cut a 
channel through this thick grease 
and actually run without lubricant 
until the heat of th 
egears has 


melted the grease to a point where 
it runs. 


Clean Glass Aids Xight Driving. 
In night driving the glare from 
approaching headlights is lessened 
greatly if the windshield is kept 
clean. Dust particles 
diffuse 
the 


light beams and traffic 
film ob- 
scures the vision of the driver. Keep 
an old dust cloth or chamois in the 
car for the windshield and front 
glass. A small cake of soap -Rill 
help, for it takes something stronger 
than water to loosen the greasy 
traffic film. 


Tire Repair. 


Tires that are wet should be thor- 
oughly dried before building up the 
repair. For tires that are water- 
soaked, it is best to hang them in a 
warm place for a day or two until 
they are thoroughly dry. When it 
comes to building in the repair, do 
not have the tire open any more 
than is necessary. 
Ib may bulge 


•when it springs back to normal 
shape. Never turn a straight side 
tire inside out as this may seriously 
injure the beads. In repairing the 
injury, first clean out all the dirt 
and foreign matter and trim away 
the ragged edges of the broken 
cords.

It is unlawful to park within an 
intersection, on a crosswalk, between

The council will find that they must be 
able to show that this condition exists, 
before the people are ready to vote the 
necessary bonds to construct this plant. 
J am wondcrirjs what the rush is all at 
once for this work. 


For years I have urged that a water 
supply should be secured. I was informed 
by the .head of the water department tliat 
there was enough water in sight lor all 
time-^-no hurry. 
' 
, 


I have stated repeatedly that there was 
no future supply in sight as I had put 
wells all over this section within twenty6- 
five mijes of Lincoln for tweive years I 
had several crews of men sinking 
farm 
wells for farm use. 


Thirty-five to forty-seven years ago I 
put in wells all over the state and am 
Etill following this line of work. 
Last year I put a well _st the soldiers 


home at Grand Island that furnishes over 
one and a half million gallons of water 
per day for irrigation. That well went 
down about 72 feet and into the Platte 
river gravel. 


I pu tdown 3 wells 150 feet each for ir- 
rigation for the hospital for the insane 
at Hastings. 


These three wells were guaranteed to 
pump 900 gallons each per minute. Two 
of them supplj- over 1.000 gallons per min- 
ute. 
These three wells will furnish 4,- 
000,000 gallons of water per day. 
They are sunk into the water bearing 
gravel SO feet and there is still 80 feet 
of water and water gravel below that. 
With my experience of over 45 years in 
Nebraska sinking wells and installing ir- 
rigation and city wells. I believe I know 
what I am talking about and I will fur- 
nish a 55,000 guaranteed bond that I will 
put dowa a well into the underflow of the 
Platte that "will deliver 3.000,000 gallons of 
water per day continuously. 


Personally with my experience in the 
water business, and- knowing the conditions 
of the water at Ashland in the Platte river 
basin I am firmly of the opinion that our 
money would be wasted in placing our 
water plant at -this location, first on ac- 
count of quality of water, second on ac- 
count of the additional cost of delivering 
the water to Lincoln.

BELFAST, Ireland, Nov. 22— 
Drinks were on the house in Lav- 
ery's bar on May street here to- 
night. 
For Frank Ward and John Tor- 
mey, who for a number of years 
have been setting up bottles and 
glasses and drawing frothy beer in 
their capacities as bartenders for 
$15 a week, fell head first into 
fortune today when a horse known 
as Glorious Devon romped home 
the winner in the rich Manchester 
November handicap. 
Ward and Tormey each held 
one-sixth of the "ticket on Glorious 
Devon in the Irish hospital benefit 
sweepstakes, and Fred R. Prescott, 
a $30 a week clerk in the ulster 
ministry of agriculture held 
a 
similar share. Originally the entire 
ticket, worth a total of $1,023,820, 
had been split between the three 
men, but some time ago they de- 
cided to cash in on a sure thing 
and each sold hall a share to a 
London syndicate for $12,500. 
Built From a Dollar. 
In spite of this division, how- 


ever, the three Irishmen didn't do 
badly realizing the net sum of 
$174,800 each for an investment of 
less than a dollar. 
Had they been stage -Irishmen, 
the bar-room where Ward and 
Tormey have lon& officiated -with 
speed and efficiency" would have 
resounded toriight with cries of 
"Begorra" and "B'jabers." But be- 
ing real Irishmen, they accepted 
their good fortune with happy-go- 
lucky nonchalance dropped their 
bar rags and summoned the house 
for a free set-up. 
"This," said Ward, who is 28 


and wears an ineradicable smile, 
between pulls on the beer spout, 
"is the happiest day of my life." 


Flayed His,Hunch. 


"But I was sure Glorious Devon 


would win, and I had placed a bet 
on him as well." 


Tormey, 24, and 
boasting an 


equally infectious grin, was just a 
wee bit skeptical. 


"It seems like a dream," said he, 


"but I have no -'doubt the money 
will be a glorious reality.", . 
'Both Ward and Tormey recalled 
with some amusement how close 
they had come to missing the wind- 
fall. Prescott was standing at the 
bar one evening when a« sweep- 
stakes agent approached them with 
one ticket remaining in his book. 
He asked Prescott to buy it, and 
the agricultural clerk, somewhat 
hesitant, asked the barmen if they 
would go "whackies" on the ticket. 


Took Some Persuasion. 


After 
some 
persuasion,

agreed, and each paid out 3 shil-. 
lings and 
fourpence, 
or. about 
eighty cents in American money. 
It wasn't long-after the race was 
over that most of Belfast heard 
about the barmen's luck and a 
goodly proportion of the population 
flocked to May street by tram, bus 
and'on foot for a look at the win- 
ners and possibly profit by the 
house's- hospitality.

THINK that Cotton is right in 
saying that the Yankee draw Is 


la more effective method of hitting 
a golf ball.

olate, and Fidel's manager, George Blake. An honest-fighter 
and .a good fighter; an. absolutely square manager with 
enough intelligence to match square methods against what- 
ever tricks come along, and win. 


Manager With Brains. 


Fidel is a very good little fighter, 
strong, smart, with unlimited grit, 
cool head and a good punch. And 
George Blake is the one manager 
I know of who furnishes at least 
50 per cent of his fighter's'effec- 
tiveness in the ring. 


Blake did a bit of professional 
boxing, as a boy "in Chicago, but 
decided he wouldn't cop any cham- 
pionships, soxtook up teaching box- 
ing as a profession.

He made 'his 
matches, studied the men he was 
to fight, planned his fights, talked 
over everythinK with him. And Fidel 
ntelligently followed instructions in 
every fight.

What Causes Neuritis? 


Inflammation in a nerve trunk 


exists for the same reason that in- 
flammation in any other tissues 
manifests itself. Every part of the 
body is supplied by nerve filaments 
which convey to it life energy in 
the form of heat impulses—in the 
form of nutritive impulses..in the 
form of secretion impulses, and 
many others.

She told 
the American visitors that the 
reason the United States has suc- 
ceeded as a republic, is because 
America is not built upon slavery" 
In commenting upon this, Miss" 
Stearns said "when men work long 
hours they have no time for the 
better, finer things of life; when 
women work for meager wages thev 
cannot live decently This, in itself 
is approaching slavery." 


Tells of World Court. 


In speaking of her visit to Hol- 


land the world court, 'Miss Stearns 
said misrepresentations and un- 
truths have kept the U. S- out of 
the tribunal. The court does for the 
world what the United States Su- 
preme court does for the differ- 
ences between the states of the 
union, she said. Although we are 
not a member, she reminded us 
that an American has been a mem- 
ber since its inception, Frank B.

Meadow Lark 
BY MISS CARRIE JACOBS. 
To name a bird in the out-of- 
doors we do~not need to know any- 
thing but the size; special markings 
and what the color looks like that 
the mixed colors make up. To know 
it well we want to know more 
about it, but we can learn this 
from seeing a mounted bird in a 
museum or reading what some book 
tells about it. 
The feathers on the back of a 


meadow lark are of mixed colors, 
but as we see it at some dstance 
it looks like a streaky brown. Quite 
a number of birds look that way, 
so we must have some other marks 
to help us decide upon its being a 
meadow lark. It is about the size 
of a robin. The most helpful marks 
about the bird are its black crescent 
on a bright yellow breast, andthe 
white that shows on its tail feath- 
ers when it-Hies. It lives mostly in 
fields and meadows or open lots in 
towns and villages, and is seldom 
seen in the woods. When the flicker 
goes to these places to get a meal 
of. ants it is often taken for the 
meadow lark, because then: backs 
are about the same color. They 
both have a black" crescent on their, 
breast and show a. signal of white 
when they fly. 
The flicker's white is a spot near 
its tail and the meadow lark's is 
on the outer tail feathers. 
Most birds have their own way 
of flying and if you learn the dif- 
ference in thfc flight of these two 
birds, that will help you to name 
them when they fly. The meadow 
lark lifts itself and soars smoothly 
away.

T^TEBRASKA was long a 
l^i state too engrossed in 
its present to give more than 
scant attention to the past 
Its past was a hard thing, o 
arduous labor and struggle 
of doubt and fear and dis 
couragement, but 1 i g h 11} 
shot through with the crim 
son thread of glory. It ha; 
only been since years havi 
intervened that its peopli 
have seen the romance of thi 
state's past and the glory o: 
that early conquest. 


The historical society and 


the Nebraska D. A. R. have 
largely marked the Oregon 
trail, one of the most signifi 
cant paths of empire in this 
country. Counties, individu- 
als, organizations have 
marked other points of early 
interest, around which the 
early life'of Nebraska was 
developed. - 


There is vast work yet to be done 
Naturally enough Nebraska dailj 
'grows further from those first days 
and as it grows exact locations 
stories, and reminiscences grow 
dimmer, remembrances less ac- 
curate, until there is fear that some 
of these points of greatest meaning 
be ignored altogether. Coming gen- 
erations will appreciate these mark- 
ings even more than those who lived 
through the events carved upon 
them, for time makes the past more 
t aluable. 
Preserve Butler's Home. 
E. E.' Blackman, curator of the 
Nebraska State Historical society, 
has 
become interested 
in 
the 
preservation of the Pawnee City 
home of Nebraska's first state gov- 
ernor. David Butler. Center of many 
P. political storm in those formative 
days of the state, he was neverthe- 
less one of the most prominent 
citizens in its first development, and 
his name and life will always be 
relevant in history. 
The one time governor, three 
times nominated for the* state's ex- 
ecutive, also had close connection 
with, Lincoln. That the city is today 
the center of the government is in 
part due to him. 


Typical of Early Homes. 


The home of Nebraska's first 


governor is typical of the architec- 
ture of the day in which David 
Butler went from it to guide a state 
through the storms of its construc- 
tion. The plain frame design, the 
half porch, larger than the stoops 
that have returned to popularity, 
but much less spacious than the big 
porches of ordinary plains architec- 
ture, the scalloped cornice finishing, 
like frosting that has" run off the 
edges of a cake, the L-shape with 
the big parlor window, which always 
.-hould contain pots of geraniums, 
is not manorial, but it does express 
Nebraska in the "60s. 


It was a very fine house when 


David Butler lived there and learned 
that he was to be governor. The 
home is now In the heart of Pawnee 
City one on of the best residential 
streets. Its excellent construction 
has preserved it in the best of re- 
pair through more than 60 vcars cl 
Nebraska storms. 


Should Be Preserved. 
This house, for a time the execu- 
tive mansion of Nebraska, should be 
preserved, in Mr, Blackman's opin- 
ion. The first territorial governor 
came a wearisome, side Journey 
from South Carolina, and only saw 
his new domain, before he ctaed 
his eyes on it forever. The first sta** 
rovernor Jeft his own home to be 
wvernor. That is the only borne r* 
the first governor Nebraska shall 
:rer have. That is all any state can 
have.

brought the suggestion that Pawnee 
City^jjur chase the home f o r 
preservation before the Pawnee 
Service club meeting Thursday. Mrs. 
Edgerton presented the idea to him. 
Mrs. Edgerton conferred with Mrs. 
John Woods, Judge John Raper, and 
Miss Alice Story, a sister of the late 
Mrs David Butler, to secure the 
history of the old house. 


Mr. and Mrs Butler built the 


home early in 1862, less than 2 years 
after their arrival in Nebraska from 
the east. Their first child, Violet, 
was born in this home, as were the 
twins, Ozias and Olive. The littla 
girl, Olive, died in infancy. 


Lived In Rented Rooms. 
Another son, Seth, was born in 
the "state house" in 1869. As there 
was no available house in Lincoln 
when the first state governor and 
liis family came here, the family 
lived in rented rooms. Miss Alice 
Story spent some time with her sis- 
ter, Mrs. Butler, while David Butler 
was governor. 


A brother and a sister, Andrew 
and Cynthia Butler, made their 
home with the Butlers in Pawnee 
City. Miss Cynthia Butler was mar- 
ried to Lewis Woods in this home. 
The Pawnee City home assumed 
a large place in the Butler family. 
Miss Kitty Crowe and Andrew But- 
ler were married at the home of 
the bnde. The charivari which fol- 
lowed was held at the Governor 
Butler home. Among the guests of 
the evening was Judge Raper of 
Pawnee Gity. This was the Butlers' 
only home in Pawnee City before 
his election. 


Born In Indiana. 


Governor Butler was horn in In- 
diana, in 1829, where he had 
supplemented his interest in farm- 
ing with cattle trading, driving the 
animals 
through to 
Wisconsin, 
which was just being opened for 
settlement. He later engaged in the 
mercantile business, and was suc- 
cessful in his various lines of busi- 
ness until the panic of 1857. He was 
a heavy loser in the failure of a 
josport bank, but finally succeeded 
in paying all liabilities in full, with 
interest. 


Attracted to a new country, 'he 
came to Nebraska in 1859, engaging 
n business in Pawnee City with W. 
B. Raper, but also continuing his 
cattle tradmg, together with stock 
raising. 
Several 
relatives 
and 


riends from Indiana followed him 
o Nebraska, and these David But- 
er gathered around him. so that 
iho ^VP C!fle »to ^ known « 
the Indiana ring."

R E A T vistas, wide 
stretches of lawn and 


flowers, surrounded by mod- 
ern buildings—the unexcelled 
beauty of well-planned malls 
—have been the dreams " of 
the regents of the University 
of Nebraska for several 
years. 


The first of the dreams be- 


came reality with the com- 
pletion of Memorial malll 
The second is nearing reali- 
sation with the outlining of 
plans for'the second--mall 
where sweeping lawns ^ancl 
an oval drive will replace the 
bare weeds, and "soil of the 
present drill field. 


The completion of Memorial mall 
brought the first glimpse of what 
the future" University of Nebraska 
campus may be like. It transformed 
an area of closely packed houses 
into a barren stretch, of ground and 
the latter into' a great sweep of 
well-landscaped beauty approaching 
the stadium. 
Development of the.second mall 
is expected to mark an even greater 
stage in the beautification of the 
university campus. 


I 
Moving Drill Field. 


For 'years the military drill field 
has been located near the'.center of 
the campus. Its tramped surface 
prevented any effort at landscaping: 
And generation after generation of 
students came from.every section of 
the state to tramp from class to 
class across or alongside its barren 
surface: That is. to be no more.- 
Another drill field has been built 
and seeded: to an: enduring grass 
which it;'is •hoped will have some 
resistance to the daily plodding of 
R. O. T. C. companies.' On one 
edge of the campus, beginning next 
year, the drill field need no longer 
be an eye-sore in the center of the 
campus. 
With-the erection of a new class- 
loom building, work can be started 


to landscape the great open area 
which has'- been occupied by the 
drill field. Already Andrews hall 
lies to the north of this area at one 
end. 
Teachers college and Social 
Sciences lie to the south of the 
open area. 


New Building Asked. 
A new classroom building, similar 
to Andrews hall must be. built to 
its west to complete the group of 
buildings surrounding the present 


drill "field. Then'it can be land- 
scaped. Whether the area will be 
developed within the next two years 
or postponed, another two years will 
depend on action, of the coming leg- 
islature. 
The '-university 
regents 
are asking it to appropriate funds 
for the new classroom building, 
whose facilities would be used to re- 
place University hall. ' 
Erection of the building and land- 
scaping of the central area would 


not complete: the development of • 
this area. But it would. make a 
beauty spot of the central area of 
the campus. 
Before the area Is completed, a 
new engineering building -will be 
erected across the west end of the 
proposed new mall, facing Twelfth 
street. It will be four, perhaps six 
years, before .this'building will be 
asked of the state by the university. 
With its completion, the univer- 


sity will have -two great areas from 
which one may look up across 
sweeping expanses of greensward, 
surrounded by relatively new build- 
ings and fronted by fine structures 
at the western end. By that time, 
also, the two structures which to- 
day are most unsightly will have 
been removed-

1HE liquidation, of the

The 
migration was rather slow at first, 
but increased in speed-as those in 
this country sent back for relatives 
Some left Russia to escape service 
in the czar's army. Others left 
after their service because of fear 
of war, Crop failures, heavy ta 
ation and other internal-conditions 
in Russia also accounted -for the 
migration.

Since the ' 1917 upheaval ;ih 


Russia which resulted in overthrow 
of the czar and the establishment 
of an entirely new form of govern- 
ment the migration from Russia 
has virtually ceased. It has not 
stopped because the people don't 
want to leave the land of the so- 
called "great communist experi- 
ment," but because most of them 
are unable to get permission to do 
so.

Your people, Dell, and Helf- 
rich Schessler's brother, -Henry, and 
Christian Benner, Jacob Bauer and 
Elizabeth Heberlein— those .f amiilies 
—have been ^dispossessed to a place 
about 60 miles^away from' us, out- 
side of the city "Balanda and they 
must stay there. They were taken 
away without any possessions. • 
"At the time thev were hauled 
away, all of the -people -in the vil- 
lage wept. In all the hard times 
that ' have been experienced there 
never was such a sorrowful time as 
this. 


Hauled People Away. 


"They hauled these people away 
in seventeen wagons. At the edge 
of the village a woman, the oldest 
daughter. of Christian Benner, stood 
upright" in a .wagon and asked, 
•What is the reason that we are the 
only ones forced to leave the vil- 
lage?' She was ordered down. You 
people can realize how great a bard- 
ship it was that caused everyone to 
weep.

"Then Henry .Schessler stood up 
n the wagon and cried aloud, "What 
s the reason that- we must leavej 
te there anything that we didn't do 
in the past?

The kulaks are among the dis- 
franchised people of Russia, classec 
with the priests, the farmer czarisl 
officials, the nobility, the bour- 
geiosle.

Got Help From Friends. 


The letter Indicates that these 
particular "families that were evict- 
ed .from their homes had been re- 
ceiving help from friends.

classed as kulaks. Unquestionably 
that was 'one reason the families 
were moved-from in the midst of 
their friends. 
It'is not surprising that Chris- 
tian Bennetts daughter and: Henry 
Schessler asked tne question "Why 
must we leave?" It must be be- 
wildering to these people to find 
that the government regards them 
as enemies. They pay taxes as de- 
manded by the government- They 
are not making their livings by 
cheating or'lying or stealing. They 
are attempting to gain a livelihood 
in the "same way that they have all 
<heir lives and probably the same 
ray that their parents have before 
them—by farming a plot of land 
near the village in which they re- 
sided.

in Osceola, Neb. Mr. Shaw was 
born February 3, 1842 in Swedona, 
and lived in Illinois during his 
early life.

J. C. Jensen, director 
and engineer, has been authorized 
by the Wesleyan board of trustees 
at a recent executive committee 
meeting to apply to the federal 
radio commission for an increase 
in power to 1,000 watts with 100 
per cent modulation, just as soon 
as arrangements can be made for 
the purchase and installation of 
the necessary equipment.

Two Dan&Kters of Early Missionaiy 


In Nebraska Revisit Historic Site 


The Nebraska that tune has so 
nearly effaced and the Nebraska 
that is so v.ery real are linked 
through two sisters,. Misses Juliet 
and Lottie Hamilton, -who make 
then- home in Decatur. They are 
the daughters of the Rev. William 
Hamilton, one of the first Indian 
missionaries in Nebraska.- 


Not only are they the daughters 


of the pioneer ministers, but they 
were born in the famous Omaha 
Indian mission school founded by 
their father near Macy on the Mis- 
souri river. It was their home for 
several years and Miss Juliet 
Hamilton has described the mission 
in a most interesting fashion. 


Kelics Mark Site. 


Tht building is but a memory 


now, only a few basement stones 
marking the spot where an earnest 
Christian tried to bring the white 
man's religion into the new coun- 
try. The little cemetery to the back 
of the one time building has also 
suffered from neglect, although this 
spring the Indians gave it some at- 
tention, and Miss Hamilton trusts 
that in time it may have permanent 
care. 


The Rev. Mr. Hamilton was trans- 
ferred from Kansas to Bellevue in 
1853. ninistcring to tfce spiritual 
and material needs, when called 
upon, of the Omaha TndUn« when 
the tribe was removed to a reserva- 
tion in Thurston county in 1*M. 
Rev. Mr. Hamilton accompanied the 
Indians. He went' to Decatur in 
1880 to make his home, and died 
there In 1WL Francis Burt, the 
first governor of Nebraska as a ter- 
rlu£y-,,dled at the Hamilton home 
in Bcllevue.

Hamilton's story of the 
Omaha mission is as follows- 


"One

Schools Femde*. 
There were at various times, day 
schools and boarding schools, the 
lawer becoming cventaaBy the per- 
aapent one until the mission was 
abandoned.

"When the government and dis- 
trict schools seemed to fill the need,

"The accompanying picture shows 


the back of the mission. On the hill 
slope back of this and to the west, 
is the little cemetery where are 
buried some of the missionaries, and 
some of the early converts. A 
growth of trees surround it. and 
underbrush and weeds threaten. 
However, this spring the Indians 
cleaned the grouids, replaced and 
cemented fallen stones, and placed 
two wires around the spot for its 
protection. Perhaps each year will 
see more improvement, and out of 
this may grow perpetual care. 
A Worthy Marker. 
"But the mission spot. Is it not

project is one for the near future. 
Jensen a Radio Pioneer. 
Professor Jensen has-been an In- 
dustrious radio worker at Wesleyan 
for nearly twenty years. He carried 
on experimental wireless work there 
before 1913 and in 1914 daily weather 
forecasts were sent out by means of 
a spark transmitter; 9YD. During 
April and May, 1915, daily messages 
were transmitted to a class (at the 
Wayne state teachers college,' which 
used the lessons thus received for 
the two-fold purpose of code prac- 
tice and for gathering items of 
scientific interest. 
The 20-watt radiophone trans- 
mitter installed in November, 1920, 
was not very successful at first. 
This is indicated by Professor Jen- 
sen when he says, "Tube and micro- 
phone trouble ccmbined to prevent 
successful transmission, particularly 
for music, although a number of 
reports on frequency transmissions 
were received from distances up,to 
800 miles or more. Experimentation 
continued throughout the school 
year, -with the station operating on 


its old call letters, 9YD, and by 
September, 1921, some of the worst 
difficulties had been overcome." 
The station added a daily market 
service to its weather forecasts in 
October, 1921, at the request of the 
state bureau of markets. Musical 
programs also were broadcast by 
the Wesleyan quartet and other 
representatives of the college of fine 
arts. Reports of reception were re- 
ceived during the whiter from dis- 
tances as far away as 1,000 miles. 
Remote Control Broadcast. 
In May, 1922, when the station 
was licensed as WCAJ, cne of the 
first remote control broadcasts in 
the middlewest was attempted. A 
Chicagoan, interested in long dis- 
tance telephony, was the speaker. 
From an ordinary" telephone in 
Chicago his voice was carried to 
Wesleyan where an amplifier con- 
nected is to WCAJ's transmitter.

Early Nebraska Buildings 
Reminders of Missionary 
Work in Developing State 


Two of the oldest buildings in Ne- 
braska are standing today in Belle- 
vue. The Presbyterian church was 
constructed in 1856 and is still be- 
ing used for church sen-ices. The 
Hamilton house was built in the 
same year, as the residence of Rev. 
William Hamilton, a Presbyterian 
missionary, and his family. 


In 1846, Bellevue was made the 
site of the Presbyterian mission for 
Otoe and 
Omaha Indians Rev. 
John Dunbar erected a mission 
house there in 1847-48. In the 
spring of 1853, Rev. William Hamil- 
ton went to Bellevue to take over 
the mission. In the following year 
the Indian lands were ceded to the 
government and a reservation^ a s 
made for them in Thurston county, 
near what is now Macy. 
Lands to Church. 
The Indians, in ceding their lands, 


the Presbyterian church were built, 
both being made of grout and tak- 
ing almost two years for comple- 
tion. Grout was very similar to ce- 
ment, but contained more gravel 
and some horsehair. It was poured 
into a trough or frame built from 
the ground. Layers of about 6 or 
8 inches were poured at a time and 
then allowed to set. which usually 
required about a day. It was no 
wonder that' it took a considerable 
length of time to complete them 
Grout buildings are rare in the 
state. 


The original •chmch building was" 


30 by 40 feet with a vestibule to 
the east of 9 by 10 feet. It was one 
of the first church buildings in the 
state and without a doubt is the 
oldest now in use. At the time of 
Mr. Hamilton's removal from Belle- 
vue, the church totaled sixty-one

But when the Indians gradually 
began moving to their new reserva- 
tion, in the years 1856-58, the old 
mission house was no longer needed 
for the purpose intended, and Rev. 
Mr. Hamilton carried on church 
services in the log building until the 
Presbyterian church was built. The 
Mission Bouse was then sold to 
James T. Allen and converted into 
a hotel known as Bellevue House. 
It has long since been destroyed. 


Began to Build. 
In January of 1856 the Mission 
Reserve, occupying a section of 
land, was incorporated and the 
town at once began building activi- 
ties. Both the Hamilton house and 


members. The building has since 
been enlarged to accommodate its 
increased membership. 


Guilt At Same Time. 


The Hamilton Mouse was built at 
the same time the church was con- 
structed. 
Although the Indians— 
moved from Bellevue to their new 
reservation, Hamilton kept his resi- 
dence there during-the time he was 
directing the construction of the 
mission on the new site. He visited 
the Indians every week, fording 
strensis and enduring countless 
hardships in order to reach them. 
Finally in 1864 he gave up his home 
in, Bellevue and moved to the In- 
dian reservation. 
These two old buildings are his- 
torical reminders of missionary 
days.in the Nebraska territory. And 
to them is due all the reverence and 
respect that can be commanded for 
worthy enterprises which formed 
the background for the state.

Analysis Reveals Music 


Gets 52 Per Cent 


Radio's Time. 


Jazz continues to rule the ether 


by occupying more time oa the air 
than any other radio entertain- 
ment, according to a survey of 4,002 
broadcast hours of seventy-five sta- 
tions by the White House confer- 
ence on child health and protec- 
tion. 


In no other country is this popu- 
lar form of rnusic r.ved so im- 
portantly on radio programs Of 
the total of 5256 per cent of time 
devoted to music, which ranks first 
in broadcasting, 385 per cent is 
devoted to jazz, the report reveals. 
An analysis of twenty-four Euro- 
pean stations, serving twelve coun- 
tries, however, discloses that jazz 
occupies only seven per cent of the 
radio time, although 58.51 per cent 
is gtven to music. 


Europe Heavy for Education, 
The committee on youth outside 
the home and school, which made 
the study of the radio in its rela- 
tion to youth, among other find- 
ings and recommendations call* for 
adequate provisions to guarantee 
definite place for broadcasting for 
the benefit of young people. 


European programs give 18.09 per 
cent of the time to formal educa- 
tion compared with 108 per cent 
devoted to it in the American pro- 
grams. In the United States the 
radio programs studied, however, 
devoted 19 12 per cent of their time 
to informal education. 


To drama the European stations 


devote 3.54 per cent of their time, 
compared -with 338 per cent in 
America; to comedy and novelty 
the European stations give 3.01 per 
cent of their time, compared with 
2.78 per cent in America; to chil- 
dren's hour European stations set 
aside 2.09 per cent of their time, 
compared with 259 per cent in 
America. 


Sir Per Cent to Churches. 
The study further showed that 
the American broadcasting com- 
panies devote 554 per cent of their 
time to church programs, compared 
with 1.05 per cent by the European 
stations. Sports occupied but 0.22 
per cent of- the tune in Europe, 
while in the United States they 
enjoy 1.09 per cent of the broad- 
casting time. 


Advertising, it was found, occu- 


pies 864 per cent of the broadcast 
tune in the United States. No fig- 
ures were presented in reference 
to advertising by the 
European 
stations. 


The committee declares that evi- 
dence is abundant that education 
has in radio a new and important 
tool. 


Catholics Own Seven Stations. 
Although advertising occupies a 
greater percentage of broadcast- 
ing time than church programs, 
churches are making substantial 
use of the radio. Catholic institu- 
tions own seven stations and have 
time on thirty" other stations which

Complete police coverage of Mich- 


igan highways by several hundred 
armed cars has been assured under 
the state's new radio police system 
which received its initial tryout re- 
cently when two robber-murderers 
were captured and sentenced to life 
terms in prison. 


Within thirty minutes after the 


robbery was committed, eleven ra- 
dio-equipped autos were concen- 
trated on the road which the men 
were attempting to flee. Two hours 
after they had slain a state police- 
man, the felons were in jaiL 


All state police posts, sheriff's 


offices and many municipal depart- 
ments interlock under the arrange- 
ment. Radio, sets in headquarters 
of each are equipped with a gong 
which rings automatically as soon 
as the police broadcasting station 
at Lansing. Mich., goes on the air. 
The goni? continues to ring until 
the set is tuned in. 


The coverage is made more com- 
plete with ninety state police cars 
which are radio-equipped and which 
are permanently tuned into 
the 
Lansing station. 


Mechanics of the plan, which are 
being watched with interest by oi- 
ficials of many other states, were 
developed in co-operation with en- 
gineers of the Sparks-Withingtcn 
company ot Jackson.

Irish Poet Will Address 


Uni. Convocation 


December 11. 


Dr. James B. Cousins, Irish'poet, 


educator, and orientalist, will In- 
clude the University of Nebraska In 
the itinerary of his second American 
lecture tour this winter, according 
to word received by Paul H. Grum- 
mann, chairman of the university 
convocations committee. 


Dr. Cousins, who is considered one 


of Ireland's three foremost writers, 
Is scheduled to give a convocation 
address to university students and 
townspeople in the Temple theater 
at 11 o'clock, Thursday, Dec. 11. His 
subject will be "Education for Lib- 
eration." 


Born in Ireland In 1873, Dr. Cou- 
sins became interested In writing at 
an early age and published his first 
book of verse when but 20 years old. 
In the past thirty years he has 
written almost a volume a vear. Re- 
cently he became associated with 
George Russell, Irish economist and 
poet who spoke in Lincoln last 
month, in reviving Irish literature 
and drama 


For thirteen v-^s Dr. Cousins 


lived in India as an educator. He 
served as princiuai of a college of 
Hindu boys during his early years 
there and now is post-graduate lec- 
turer in the universities of Calcutta, 
Benares, Madras and Mysore. He 
was the first foreigner on whom the 
University of Japan and the Japa- 
nese ImneriaL Ministry of Educa- 
tion conferred the degree of Doc- 
tor of Literature.
